The first step in the process of iaun- 
dering is to- mark the goods, and these 
marks are put, except in the case of 
sheets, collars and cuffs, not on the 
articles themselves, but on a piece of. 
tape which is sewed to the article. |

After the marking comes sorting and 
@¥aiithation (for. stains and ottier in- 
.juries that need attention. Some cus- 
‘tomers pay to-bave all their mending’ 
done, but no garment is allowed to go 
to the laundry without mending when 
itis evident that a few stitches at this 
stage will save a great many after- 
ward. 

All pieces that need special care are 
washed by hand, but everything else | 
is put through steam weshers, for this 
lessens the cost, and the proprietors 
have found that they can get a better | . 
color this way, and they think also 
that the wear is less. ‘‘he wringing 
is done by steam wringers, which leave 
the articles faust damp enough for iron- | 
ing and which evidently cannot injure | 
them, since a Piece, of tixsue paper 
passed through a machine running at 
high speed came out ubtorn. 

Pieces that- do-‘not need starching | 
pass directly from the wringers to the 
irovers. In the starching special care 
is taken to get just the proper decree 
of stiffness that different classes of ar- 
ticles require, and tbe collars are hung 
over a bar to dry instead of by the 
buttonholes, as is the practice of many 
laundresses. ‘I'he opiiars and cuffs are 
ironed by machinery. ‘I'hey are passed 
between heated und padded rotiers: 
then the creuse is dampened, and they 
are finished. by hand. ‘All the other 
ironing ts done by hand.
